Remarks and Claim Amendments 

Claims 1-24 are pending. Claims 7-12 and 19-24 have been allowed. 

Claims 1-6 and 13-18 were rejected in the instant Office Action. With this 
Amendment, claims 1-6 and 13-18 have been canceled without prejudice as to further 
prosecution. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the subject matter of these claims in 
other applications such as continuations, continuations-in-part and divisional. 
Accordingly, claims 7-12 and 19-24 remain pending. 

Re jection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 13, 14 and 16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,963,536. Claims 1-6 and 13-18 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by WO-99/41738. With the 
foregoing amendment, claims 1-6 and 13-18 have been canceled without prejudice, 
rendering this rejection moot. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal 
of the rejection. 

CONCLUSION 

With the foregoing amendment, claims 1-6 and 13-18 have been canceled. 
Applicants note that claims 7-12 and 19-24 have been allowed. Therefore, Applicants 
submit that all claims are now in a condition for allowance, which action is earnestly 
solicited.
